PARKER'S SPEECH. 


Hon. 
Alton B. Parker spoke in part 


as follows: 
"In my own somewhat extended ju- 


dicial 
experience I have 
naturally 


come into, close relations with a large 
number of judges of courts, of both 
original and appellate jurisdiction, and 
into personal .contact with many more, 
but after all these years-I can say that 
In no one case have 1 'ever .known a 
single judge who, writing or concur- 
ring a majority opinion, or. either by 
himself or in connection with his as- 
sociates, dissenting in a minority opin- 
ion, has been moved by personal reas- 
ons, or by attachment to a political 
party. 


SHOULD PAUSE. 


"These considerations ought to give 


us pause before we consent to think 
that our life, society, and system of 
government are growing worse, or be- 
fore we permit any revolutionary the- 
ories'to drive us to the conclusion that 
old 
customs, manners, or methods 


should be abandoned simply because 
they are old or because other govern- 
ments, or forms, or systems have not 
adopted our simple and effective way 
of dealing with great and difficult hu- 
man problems. 


GREAT POWER. 


"As great privileges amounting al- 


most to monopoly have been granted 
to the lawyer it has been only natural, 
only human, only Christian that he 
should render conspicuous public ser- 
vice in return, and that he should have 
looked upon this as making it incum- 
bent upon him to accept responsibili- 
ties commensurate with 
the powers 


conferred upon him. If. at any time it 
shall become apparent that the sanc- 
tity of the ballot is either threatened 
or assailed; if the administration of 
the law. whether civil or criminal, be- 
comes either lax or careless: if the 
evils of any industrial movement man- 
ifest such power 
that they threaten 


monopoly, or put-popular rights-in per- 
il; if the executive, the legislative, or 
the judicial branches of our system 
shall, either 
Jjy flesign or accident, 


tend to trench unduly or dangerously 
upon the rights of any of the others— 
the one man who should resent and 
resist the dangers thus threatened, is 
\ the American lawyer."

The sight of the 
firearms quickly quieted things,

mob generally, fleeting. No arrests 
were made. 


At Thirty-fourth stree't, nearby po- 


lice on guard were later forced in- 
doors. Many of the strike sympathiz- 
ers armed themselves' with email air 
rifles and from lumber piles and build- 
ings fired intermittently at the police, 
a number of whom were struck with- 
out being able to see the assailants 
and were finally forced to take refuge 
in offices and other nearb* buildings. 


The building industry':of Chicago 


faced a fresh complication today in 
sympathetic strikes among carpenters 
and other workmen. At a dozen build- 
ings the contractors encountered 
the 


alternative of sending back lumber de- 
livered by non-union teamsters or hay- 
ing strikes to deal with. In a number 
of Instances the lumber was accepted 
by the contractors, whereupon the car- 
penters and other workmen promptly 
laid down tools and quit. 


Shots were fired by tie police today 
in the lumber district.

These were forwarded back, 
to the writers, as not delivered, by the 
postmaster at the llttlo town .of Chtgnik.

His argument is to tlie effect that even 
if the court should not allow his mo- 
tion to dismiss the proceedings at the 
present time, one of the first questions 
that will arise at the trial of the case, 
will be that of the residence of the 
plaintiff and he maintains that accord- 
ing to the law she has no residence 
here. 


THE CHARGES. 


Mrs. McGauley was 
at 
one time 
president of the Mills club in

Francisco. She has charged her hus- 
band with divers cruelties. She has 
alleged that he gets up at unseemly 
hours of the morning and roams the 
house without clothing giving as his 
reason that it was a good skin tonic.

'allowance.' Five times during our mar- 
ried life he took me out to dinner. 


AT THE PALACE. 


"Twice on anniversaries he took me 
to the Palace and spent $1 apiece for 
dinner and three times he took me to

Whethei 
or not he is to become general manager 
of the California Northwestern under 
President A. W. Foster, as. was rumored 
yesterday, is very uncertain. ' 


James L.. Frazier, the present general 
manager of that road, has been sick for 
three or four months, and it is doubtful 
if he will ever be able to resume his 
duties. 
It is .believed that President 
Foster has not given up hope of Frazier 
coming back. 
If, as is oelieved, Agler 
has had- a serious falling out with both 
Calvin and 
Julius Kruttschnitt, it is 
hardly likely that Foster, would take him 
in case he-has to appoint a successor to 
Frazier. 
Foster and his road's relations 
with the Southern Pacific are so close as 
to preclude the selection of Agler under 
those circumstances. 
There is another story to the effect- that 
Agler may be given a good position on the 
Mexican National system through the in- 
fluence of friends who have the ear of 
the Diaz administration in Mexico. The 
government has a large interest in the 
Mexican National system, although it does 
not take any active part in the manage- 
ment of the property. • Agler's courteous 
treatment of many wealthy Mexicans who 
lave traveled over the Southern Pacific 
system in private cars during the past 
few years is said to have made.him par- 
ticularly strong with them. Some of the 
alter are said to have kndwn ten days 
igo what .was coming and have been 
nteresting themselves in his 'behalf.

How Oakland Can Become Great. 


The address of W. S. Palmer, .superintendent of the Western 


division of the Southern Pacific Railroad, delivered at. the annual 
banquet of the Oakland Board of Trade, was a fitting complement to 
the speech of George L. Dodspf, United States Consul to Han Chow, 
China, at the annual banquet of the Merchants' Exchange. 
Mr. 


Palmer's remarks were addressed to as representative and appreciative 
an audience as can be assembled in Alameda county., His subject, "A 
Real Terminal," is one of the deepest interest to this community, for 
it involves the future and character of this city in a way to command 
attention. 


Mr. Dodson had previously referred to the advantageous location 


of Oakland as a seaport, and in doing so he commented on the fact 
•that virtually all the commerce between the Ignited States and the 
Orient passing through the bay of Sa.n Francisco passes over Oakland's 
wharves. It is transhipped across the bay either in cars or in broken 
bulk to be again handled and loaded on the other side of the bay. San 
'Francisco gets the benefit of this traffic; Oakland does not, save in 
an infinitesimal degree. 
Mr. Dodson pointed out that the cok of 


transhipment across the bay and rehandling on the water front of 
San Francisco entails an unnecessary cost—a useless expense which 
reacts on the ocean commerce centered in this bay. 


Mr. Dodson followed this up by pointing out that the facilities for 


loading and unloading ocean vessels could be made much better for 
Oakland than they can for San Francisco. W&have a vast frontage 
on the bay proper, every foot of which can be utilized for deep water 
dockage, and besides we have a great harbor basin girdled by railroad 
tracks, affording many miles of the most convenient docks, wharve> 
and quays to be found in any seaport in the world. We have the 
whole bay for anchorage ground. 
^ 


Why then should not the steamers for China, Japan, Australia, 


the Philippines, South America and other countries bordering on the 
Pacific load and discharge at Oakland's wharves? Mr. Dodson told 
us why Oakland should be the maritime metropolis of the Pacific 


•Coast. Mr. Palmer told us why it is not. At the same time he point- 


ed out how it can be made to be. The railroads terminate here, but 
Oakland can only be made a real terminal by the united action, the 
energj and enterprise of her own citizens. Oakland must be made 
a real terminal before she can become a great maritime city. We 
must discount the future and build for it. With a single exception, all 
thatfhas been done to develop our water front has been done by the 
railroads. As Mr. Palmer \\ell said, "The people cannot sit down and 
do nothing and expect the railroads to do everything." Tne city 
must do more than go to the Federal government to develop its har- 
bor. This is the talk of a man who has made transportation a study, 
and who understands how cities are built up and commerce fostered 
and centered. 


"What have you along your water front at the present time7"' 


asked Mr. Palmer. "Nothing but rookeries. All this should be re- 
built. A fire would be a blessing and then possibly a new city might 
rise out of its ashes. Conservative people will not build in such loca- 
tions at the present time." 


Is not this the cold blooded truth' Los Angeles is building an 


artificial harbor not a quarter as big as Brooklyn Basin and making 
a bid for the sea trade of Asia and the Pacific islands. What have 
we done? Had we done more to utilize our splendid advantages and 
develop the magnificent opportunities presented by our incomparable 
location we would years ago have had the harbor improvements we 
have besought the Federal government to make. A forest of stacks 
and masts would now fringe the water front from Fourteenth ave- 
nue to the Berkeley line. 


Oakland needs the spur of such plain truth-telling as the Board 


of Trade banqueters heard from Mr. Palmer. It is useless to idly wait 
For our ships to come in, lighting no beacon of welcome and furnish- 
ing no landing for the mariner and his merchandise. Oaklanders have 
too long carped and nagged at each other, and too persistently made 
war on the- a,gencies which bring wealth, population and commerce 
A narrow village spirit_has crippled their own energies and discour- 
aged the capital and enterprise of others. Happily the speeches at 
the Board of Trade banquet breathed a different spirit. The opti- 
mism of President Capwell expressed a contagion of encouragement, 
indicating that the people of Oakland are at last awakening to a 
measure of their imperial opportunities. If this contagion spreads 
we may be sure the dawn of Oakland's greatness has arrived. With 
this dawning there witl disappear the disposition to look upon the 
transportation interests as public enemies. A broader conception 
of the forces which build cities will dissipate the distrust with which 
the inhabitants of this city have been wont to regard corporate capi- 
tal and enterprise. When they arrive at this stage the people of 
Oakland will no longer dwell in the stifling superstition that their 
city is under the ban of inferiority and they will begin to strive in 
earnest for first place in the race for supremacy.

We shall then hear an urgent 
demand for reciprpcity with Brazil, Argentina, Peru, Chile," the Cen- 
ral American States'and all the West Indian islands.

Many years ago there Jtved in Ohio a 


man •whose name was Jeffries. He figured 
that the law of chances gave a boy about 
one chance !n twenty million to become a 
Senator or President, and he didn't worry 
his offspring with that' kind ot talk. He 
taught his youngsters that this life Is one 
of hard knocks, that the man who strikes 
the hardest blows lands on top, and that 
every fellow must fight his own battles. 


Young Jim Jeffries took the teachings 


literally, and at the age of 6 had achieved 
some literal success by cleaning out a 
district school. 
He was one of those 
kids who never shed a tear when the 
teacher applied the barrel stave,- and who 
always wafted Just oft the school grounds 
to do up the lad ihat squealed on him.. 


TO CALIFORNIA. 


It was strictly in th« line of destiny 
that led Jeffries, the elder, to hike across 
I he great American desert to California. 
where scrappers rew large and strong. 
It was also destiny that caused the fam- 
ily to locate within sight of a brass foun- 
dry, where young Jeffries soon accepted a 
position as office boy. One of his jobs 
was to clean out the office, and he did 
such a swell job one Saturday, with an- 
other office boy as a broom, that he was 
promoted to the works. 
For a time he 
worked the shift lever on a stamping 
machine until he became altogether too 
shifty. 
In the course of time he advanced to 
the puncning-room. where he took one 
at the foreman, and was removed into the 
trimming department. 
He might still 
have been there had he confined himseli 
to brass, but he included the superintend- 
ent in his efforts. 
The president of the 
company convinced that he had done all 
he could for Jeffries and was glad tp see 
him leave for Carson City. Nev., one day 
in the early spring of 1S97. 


'TWAS CORBETT. 


On arriving Jeffries secured a position 
as target with a man named Corbett. At 
first he remembered that life is full of 
hard knocks. Then it occurred to him 
that every man should put in a few 
licks on his own account. 
It is now 
claimed and corroborated by all but one 
man that following this sudden recollec- 
tion there was a prizefight every day for 
a week, and that Corbett was never much 
of a man afterward. 
At all events, 
Jeffries claims he was the pavement over 
which Fitzsimmons traveled to the cham- 
pionship, and two years later the pave- 
ment flew up and struck Fitz on the jinv. 
This sketch will not deal with events 
that are as well known in detail as any 
of the decisive battles of the world. Jef- 
fries has done some things that every 
pugilist does. He never save a home to 
his folks, but he has made up for it by 
being real nice to his brothers. 
He is 
about to take the fighter's license to re-- 
tire from time to time, and he points with 
pride to the fact that he closen't own a. 
tin ear and never ran n saloon.

UNDER TEST. 


The machine was put to a critical test In 
Sacramento yesterday, under the super- 
•iston of Senator Frank • W. Leavitt. 
There "were present all the members of 
:he Commission, namely Governor George 
C. Pardee, Secretary of State Curry, and 
ttorney'-General Wobb. 
• 
These gentlemen were expected to see 
hat the device was capable of enabling 
he citizen to vote intelligently and have 
he result of his vote on regular, scratch- 
d or independent'tickets, recorded with 
as much accuracy ^as if he had used a 
ubber stamp and an Australian ballot 
heet in the expression of his choice. 
Prof. C. L. Cory of the University of 
California was present as the mechanical 
sxpert of thi commission to pass upon 
he question ^s too whether the device 
wafe established on scientific and mechani- 
al principles and whether the mechanism 
was capable o£ performing the work re- 
quired, of it. 


CORY'S REPORT. 


The 'report of .expert Cory was of a 
stalled character. It went Into a minute 
'escription of the mechanism, the excel- 
ence of the workmanship and the pos- 
ibilltles of the device. 
The - professor 
declared that, in these respects, it was 
complete and perfect and capable of do- 
ns the work required of It. 
The opinion of the three commissioners, 
was - that the machine answered every 
requirement of the exacting Australian 
ballot law of this State. 


POSSIBILITIES. 


Senator Frank Leavitt of this city who 
s connected with Dean Ballot Machine 
Coftipany, tbe owner of the device, de- 
clares that the machine can do and did 
do more than Is required of it by the 
ballot law. He says it provides for over- 
flow tickets, by which is meant tickets 
over and above what is ordinarily called 
reasonable number of tickets in the 
field. 
Such overflow tickets, he says, 
can be put into the machine and votes on 
them can be registered the same as is 
the case for the other tickets for which 
regular accommodations are provided. 
Another feature of the machine is that 
t enables the voter to retract a vote for 
n independent or other candidate, some- 
thins which Is often done in the present 
system when a voter, through inao-

deeds in the.past cannot be forgotten. 
Sister Anna was a native of .Mary- 
larid, and from her girlhood had been 
interested in charitable work. 
After 
the death of ..iier husband she became 
a member of a sisterhood and^served 
a novitiate in St. Louis. 
Wfien she 
came to San Francisco she took up the 
work 
of the ArmltagS 
Orphanage, 
which was then receiving, children of 
both sexes. 
The institution became 


crowded and she decided to take the 
girls and place them in an orphanage 
which she .started. 
This Institution 
was in poor circumstances, and the 
good woman set about to raise funds 
and to secure provisions for the main- 
tenance. 
Through her vigorous cam- 
paign among the charitable she suc- 
ceeded in getting the home establish- 
ed. 
This was tile .beginning of the 
Maria Kip Orphanage which is now 
one of the most successfully conduct- 
ed Episcopal institutions in the State, 
Us property being worth $200,000, with 
a record of giving hundreds of young 
girls a start in life.
